Since  my  retirement  in  1948  1 had  a grand  2 year  job  as 
Resident  Engineer,  Festival  of  Britain,  South  Bank  Site  at 
Waterloo. 

Since  then  I have  been  busy  clearing  and  replanting  200 
acres  of  derelict  woodlands  on  the  Farnham-Tilford  Road  and 
fortunately  finished  it  just  before  I lost  my  right  foot. 


This  brings  me  to  the  point  of  the  1T5,  50th  reunion  and 
I had  every  intention  of  getting  over  for  it,  but  unless  I can 
get  my  new  leg  going  comfortably  a few  months  before  the 
date,  I am  afraid  I will  have  to  miss  it. 

I am  at  present  for  five  days  a week  at  Headley  Court  R.A.F. 
Rehabilitation  Centre,  Epsom  where  they  are  doing  wonders 
for.  me. 

It  was  good  to  hear  from  you  and  from  now  on  I hope  we 
can  keep  up  this  correspondence.

Pictured  above  in  its  prime,  when  parking  was  less  of  a 
campus  problem  than  it  is  today,  the  School  of  Practical 
Science  cost  $94,000  to  build.  This  covered  both  the 
original  structure,  opened  in  1878,  and  the  extensive  addi- 
tion built  seven  years  later.  The  only  principal  S.P.S.  ever 
had  (and,  to  begin  with,  its  only  professor  of  engineering) 
was  John  Galbraith  whose  bust  stands  in  the  new  building 
named  for  him. 

For  its  first  quarter  century,  while  enrolment  rose  from 
eight  students  to  482,  the  S.P.S.  building  housed  every 
engineering  course.  In  1905  the  Mining  Building  was 


opened  and,  the  next  year,  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science 
and  Engineering  was  born. 

Today  the  building  is  being  used  as  temporary  quarters 
for  Rehabilitation  Medicine  and  Zoology.  When  the  pro- 
posed new  quarters  for  these  departments  are  completed, 
the  Schoolhouse  will  be  demolished.  “Many  graduates 
comment  on  the  abandonment  of  the  old  red  Schoolhouse 
with  nostalgic  regret,”  said  Dean  R.  R.  McLaughlin  at  the 
Galbraith  Building  opening,  "but  I say  to  them  in  all  good 
humour  that  they  would  not  for  long  wish  to  carry  on 
their  own  engineering  operations  within  it.”

5T0  SCRAPBOOK  ROOM  • SKITS  FROM  CAMPUS  SHOWS  OF  1950 
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At  reunion  time  it  seems  appropriate  to  get  a little 
nostalgic  over  our  school  yell.  There  are  several  versions 
of  how  Toike  Oike  got  its  name.  But  the  one  which  seems 
to  be  most  authentic  appeared  in  Varsity  about  1921. 

Since  various  schoolmen  are  given  credit  for  the  story, 
the  author  must  remain  anonymous  until  the  mystery  is 
cleared  up.  One  thing  is  certain,  Toike  Oike  was  familiar 
to  Fred  Stocking  ’95  because  he  tells  us  that  it  was  the 
battle  cry  when  he  started  his  freshman  year  in  1892. 


TOIKE  OIKE 

In  the  days  when  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  had 
not  even  been  “School”  for  very  long,  there  came  to  this 
abode  of  meekness  and  peacefulness  a frosh  (an  event 
which  has  happened  occasionally  since),  verdant  in  his 
verdure,  and  rejoicing  in  the  name  of  Cornelius  Murphy. 
His  co-mates  and  brothers  in  exile,  finding  this  name 
difficult  of  articulation,  with  the  pretty  wit,  for  which  they 
have  always  been  noted,  re-named  him  “Ike”. 

In  due  time  he  arrived  at  all  the  dignity  and  prestige  of 
a third  year  man,  and  the  time  of  Engineering  Society 
Elections  was  nigh.  Our  hero  was  nominated  for  Presi- 
dent, and  feeling  ran  high,  but  the  stock  of  eloquence  was 
at  the  usual  level. 

Now  it  happened  that  the  official,  entrusted  with  the 
cleaning  operations  in  the  building,  was  a true  son  of 
Erin — red  of  hair  and  rich  of  brogue,  and,  not  aware  of 
the  importance  of  the  proceedings,  he  burst  into  the  meet- 
ing on  sweeping  bent. 

“Outside”  cried  a section  of  the  meeting.  “Hats”  cried 
the  back  row,  but  the  greatest  volume  of  sound  resolved 
itself  into  “Speech”. 

The  noble  fellow  rose  to  the  table  and  the  situation 
simultaneously. 

“Gints”,  he  said,  “It’s  meself  thats’  not  acoostomed  to 
the  makin’  of  a spaich,  but  seein’  as  you’ll  be  afther  askin’ 
me  oi’ll  toik  me  chance.  Says  I — Choose  ’e  the  gint  ye’ll 
be  loikin'  the  bist.  Vote  for  that  shpalpeen  MacPhairson 
if  ’e  will,  but  if  its  moi  advoice  ye’ll  be  askin’ — 

Toik  ’e  Oike  Murphy.” 

Cheers  resounded  through  the  hall.  Supporters  of  the 
gentle  Ike  yelled  “Toik  ’e  Oike”  until  they  were  hoarse, 
and  it  became  the  party  cry  until  after  the  election.  Then 
everybody  thought  it  was  so  good  that  it  was  put  into  the 
school  yell — and  there  you  are.

FACULTY  FACTS 

• Jim  Gow  reports  that  Professors  J.  D.  Barber  (Toronto) 
and  D.  G.  Huber  (Me Master)  will  shortly  be  leaving  for 
Karnataka  Regional  Engineering  College,  India,  to  replace 
Professors  C.  A.  Wrenshall  and  I.  W.  Smith  who  will  be 
returning.  Professor  A.  R.  Straughen,  who  has  already 
spent  one  year  at  the  College,  is  to  be  director  of  the 
project. 

• Commencing  with  the  summer  of  1965,  the  Department 
of  Electrical  Engineering  will  offer  four  full  graduate 
lecture  courses  in  the  mornings  during  the  period  May 
17th  to  August  13th.  Each  of  these  courses  will  consist  of 
approximately  50  lecture  hours  and  may  form  part  of  the 
study  programme  of  any  graduate  student.  A limited 
number  of  persons  will  be  permitted  to  register  as  Special 
Students.  Students  at  other  universities  and  persons  in 
industry  and  government  laboratories  may  wish  to  attend 
as  Special  Students. 

• The  new  Metallurgy  Building,  on  the  site  of  the  old 
Chemistry  Building,  is  now  visible  as  a framework  of 
reinforced  concrete  beams.  Present  planning  calls  for  only 
one  storey  above  ground,  with  provision  for  adding  to  the 
height  of  the  building  as  required. 


NEW  COLLEGE 

New  College  is  a constituent  college  of  the  University 
of  Toronto  and  was  created  initially  to  help  ease  the 
pressure  of  increasing  numbers  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and 
Science.  A college  cannot  fulfill  its  function  if  it  is  too 
large;  the  creation  of  a number  of  additional  colleges  was 
therefore  approved.  It  is  the  first  of  these  “younger 
sisters”;  in  this  sense  the  name,  New  College,  will  always 
be  historically  accurate  in  spite  of  the  old  age  that  it 
shall  eventually  reach. 

But  the  name  is  appropriate  in  other  ways  too.  For  the 
first  time  in  the  history  of  the  University  of  Toronto, 
students  in  the  “professional”  faculties  may,  if  they  wish, 
apply  to  become  members  of  a college  and  participate  in 
its  life  and  work.  In  the  session  1964-65,  for  example, 
New  College  had  nearly  200  students  from  divisions  such 
as  Engineering,  Medicine,  Nursing  and  Pharmacy.  The 
recent  colleges  are  thus  “multifaculty”,  whereas  college 
membership  traditionally  was  limited  to  students  in  Arts 
and  Science. 

It  is  gratifying  that  this  college  bears  the  same  name  as 
New  College,  Oxford,  founded  in  1379,  and  that  in  this 
very  modern  new  building  there  is  enshrined  a piece  of 
the  original  stone  of  that  venerable  seat  of  learning. 


New  College  is  located  in  that  area 
bounded  by  Spadina  Ave.  on  the 
west,  Huron  St.  on  the  east,  Classic 
Ave.  on  the  north  and  Willcocks  St. 
on  the  south.  Drive  into  the  parking 
lot  on  Willcocks  St.  and  walk  to  the 
south  entrance.  (See  picture.)
